CHAPTER 1 


1.1 INTRODUCTION 

The IDP review for 2007/8 of the West Rand District Municipality has been prepared in terms of 
the provisions of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000 and the Local 
Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003. It should be alignment to the budget 
and the Measurable Performance Objectives approved by Council. The preparation of the 
reviewed IDP should be in consultation with constituent local municipalities, local communities 
as well as National and Provincial Government departments. The process would result in the 
development and submission of the WRDM SDBIP for 2008/9. 

1.2 LEGISLATIVE FRAMEWORK 

Section 34 of the Local Government Municipal Systems Act, 2000 states that a municipality 
council 

(a) must review its IDP - 

(i) annually in accordance with the assessment of its performance measurements and 

(ii) to the extent that changing circumstance so demand; and may amend its IDP in accordance 
with a prescribed process. 

The annual review for 2007/8 follows council adoption of the WRDM IDP for 2007-2012 for its 
elected term. 

Moreover, Section 27 of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000 makes provision 
for the WRDM to adopt a District framework. The framework requires the District to consult with 
the constituent local municipalities during the process of drafting the IDP. Thus, the framework 
binds both the district and the local municipalities. 


1.3 DISTRICT FRAMEWORK 
1.3.1 IDP Activities and Framework 

According to the IDP guide packs issued by the Department of Provincial and Local 
Government (DPLG), the IDP District Framework should include the following:

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Table 1 , above outlines the activities and the timeframes to be followed during the drafting of the 
IDP for 2007/8. The timeframes are linked to the budget process plan as required by the 
provisions of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003. In terms of 
Section 21 of the Municipal Finance Management Act 2003, during the budget preparation 
process, the mayor of a municipality must at least 10 months before the start of the budget year, 
table in the municipal council, a time schedule outlining key deadlines for- 

(a) the preparation, tabling and approval of the budget. 

(b) annual review of - 

(i) the IDP in terms of section 34 of the MSA. 

In compliance with the above, the WRDM IDP timeframe makes provision for the mayor to table 
the IDP and Budget Plan on or before September and approve the annual budget not later than 
end May of each financial year. 

1.3.2. Issues, Mechanisms and Procedure for Alignment 

a. Roles and Responsibilities between the Municipality and External Role Players 

(i) The WRDM Council and the Mayoral Committee 

Council is the ultimate decision making body. Its role is mainly to consider and adopt the IDP. 
Council and the Mayoral Committee play an oversight role during the IDP review process. The 
Mayoral Committee would be consulted before the approval of the IDP framework, development 
of priority issues and the adoption of the IDP by Council. 

(ii) IDP Representative Forum 

The IDP representative forum, which consists of the district IDP technical committee, IDP 
coordinators, all councillors in the district, representatives from stakeholders in the district, the 
Executive Mayors of local municipalities, and municipal managers of local municipalities and is 
chaired by the Executive Mayor of the District. The IDP representative forum ensures effective 
and efficient public participation on matters of the IDP review. This structure would meet to; 

■ consult on the content of the IDP. 

■ discuss the development, implementation and review of the municipality's SBDIP and 
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monitor the municipality's performance in relation to the key performance indicators and 
performance targets set by the municipality; 


(iii) IDP Steering Committee 

The IDP technical team is chaired by the Municipal Manager, with the Chief Financial Officer, the 
IDP Manager and the Executive Managers. The role of this committee would be to provide: 

■ overall management and co-ordination of the planning process 

■ the relevant technical, sector and financial information for analysis for determining the 
priorities. 

■ contribute technical expertise in the consideration and finalization of the strategies and 
implementation of projects 

■ The IDP steering committee would need to meet at least bi-monthly to assess the 
progress made and guide the process of IDP preparation 


(iv) IDP coordinators forum 

The coordinators forum provides a platform wherein the District and Local Municipalities could 
discuss areas of mutual interest and provide IDP alignment between all municipalities. The IDP 
coordinators will meet at least once a month to discuss the alignment process. 


1.3.3. Procedure for alignment and consultation 
a. Levels of alignment: 

The District Municipality will, for the duration of the IDP process, promote horizontal and vertical 
alignment with other role players through the various fora, such as the Executive Mayors, 
Municipal Managers and IDP coordinators meetings. 
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i. Vertical alignment: 

Between spheres of government, role players are: 

■ national departments 

■ provincial departments 

■ para-statal institutions (Eskom, Telkom, Rand Water etc.) 

ii. Horizontal alignment: 

Major role-players in horizontal alignment are; 

■ local municipalities within the WRDM’s area of jurisdiction. 

■ geographical; (neighboring municipalities such as the City of Johannesburg & Tshwane, 
Sedibeng DM and Bojanala DM). The District Municipality would work together with 
existing structures organized by the constituent local Municipalities and the adjacent 
municipalities. 

■ institutions; (Governmental and Non-Governmental Organizations) 

■ communities in the WRDM 

1.3.4 Consultation process 

Consultation will be bilateral and multilateral, including telephonic, electronic/written 
communication to ensure the optimum use of time and available resources. The district’s 
consultation would be through the office of the Municipal Manager. However, it is very important 
that communication between the local municipalities and the district should proceed between the 
I DP Managers of the respective municipalities. 


Communication will further be enhanced by the existing structures such as the IDP Technical 
committee and the IDP Representative Forums. Every municipality should be represented on the 
IDP Representative Forums of the District by their IDP Manager/Municipal Manager and 
Mayor/Councillors. 
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DMA Public meetings are expected to be attended by all Councillors and management staff to 
give support to the executive mayor. The WRDM public meetings would be facilitated by the 
Offices of the Speaker, Executive Mayor and the Municipal Manager. Moreover, the WRDM 
councillors and management would be expected to attend the IDP public meetings called by the 
constituent local municipalities. This would be facilitated through the Officer of the Speaker

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2. CHAPTER 2; SITUATIONAL ANALYSIS OF THE 
WRDM 

2.1 Local Context 

The West Rand District Municipality (WRDM) is a Vuna Award winning Local 
Authority comprising of the three local municipalities, namely, Mogale City, 
Randfontein and Westonaria Local Municipalities (LMs). It is located on the South 
Western edge of Gauteng Province and it also serves as local municipality in the 
District Management Area (GTDMA41), popularly known as the Cradle of 
Humankind World Heritage Site (CoHWHS), see Mapl.

The West Rand District is situated relatively close to the hub of economic activity 
in Gauteng, and is traversed by major national roads, namely, N-12 and N-14, 
which creates certain potentials in terms of future economic development. The 
WRDM’s contribution to the province lies primarily within the mining sector, 
however, areas such as Krugersdorp fulfills a residential function for many people 
working in Johannesburg. 

2.1.1 Population dynamics 

Statistics South Africa has published Community Survey 2007. The survey 
shows that population has grown from 533 675 in 2001 to 539 038 in 2007, which 
means there has a growth of 5 363 persons. The survey illustrates a population 
decline in Randfontein, Westonaria and the DMA. The Survey shows Mogale City 
population growth of 29 806 persons.

2.1.2 Economic growth 

According to Global Insight, the total population of the WRDM grew by 1.7% in 
2005. Mogale City Local Municipality (LM) had the fastest growth at 1.2%, 
Randfontein LM had a modest growth of 1.1% and Westonaria LM had the 
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slowest growth at 0.6% per year. Generally, the population growth rate has 
decreased over the last 9 years by 1%. 

2.1.3 Poverty levels 

The WRDM is a developmental municipality with an objective of eradicating 
poverty and unemployment. Therefore, it is essential that an analysis of the 
region’s poverty situation is provided. According to Figure 1 below, the poverty 
index of the WRDM is 19.7% and the poverty/population proportion is 8.4 %. This 
illustrates a high level of poverty in the WRDM relative to Sedibeng and 
Metsweding District Municipalities. 

2.1.4 5 Key performance areas for municipalities 

Key priority issues from a municipal and national perspective 

With due regard that the IDP is no longer treated solely as the municipal plan, but 
a government plan, the following overarching National KPAs were identified and 
accepted as Key Priority Issues and the focus of future development initiatives in 
West Rand. 

• Service Delivery and Infrastructure Development 

• Facilitate Local Economic Development 

• Municipal Financial Viability 

• Municipal Transformation and Institutional Development 

• Good Governance 

2.2 PRIORITY ISSUES IN CONTEXT 

2.2.1 PRIORITY ISSUE 1 : Service Delivery and Infrastructure development 

Service delivery and infrastructure development is a major government priority. 
Therefore, government universal access to basic services includes the following: 

■ Eradicating bucket system by 2007 
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■ Access to basic water supply by 2008 

■ Access to basic sanitation by 2010 

■ Access to electricity by 201 2. 

■ Universal access to housing by 201 2. 

The WRDM’s progress in achieving the universal access targets has been; 

a. Bucket toilet eradication programme 

The National target for the eradication of the bucket toilet system is 2007. 
Bekkersdal, in Westonaria LM, has been the only remaining township with bucket 
toilets in the West Rand. The eradication of the bucket system in Bekkersdal is 
one of the objectives of the Bekkersdal urban renewal programme. By 2007 
every one in Bekkersdal should have access to basic sanitation. The project has 
provided 231 jobs, purchased material from local suppliers and provided 
contractors with learnership programmes through the Department of Public 
Works and Construction Education Training Authority (CETA). 

b. Universal access to basic water 

The water backlog in 2000 was estimated at 21 567 households. In 2005 the 
situation improved to 26 190 more households with access to piped water. The 
current water backlog is 7 336 households with no access to piped water. This 
could cost a total of R84.5million to eliminate the backlog and achieve the target 
of universal access by 2009. 

c. Universal access to sanitation 

There is no full-borne sewer system in the DMA. Most farm owners and about 
352 farm-dweller families are using septic tanks with french drains and the 
remaining 531 families use pit latrine toilets, chemical toilets and the field for 
sanitation. About 56% of the total population of the DMA has no access to basic 
sanitation. A total amount R 8 million has been budgeted for the construction of a 
MPCC, internal water and sewerage on portion 26, Kromdraai farm. 
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d. Universal access to electricity 

In the year 2000, the electricity backlog was 1909 households. By 2005, about 
5 733 households were provided with new electricity connections. In 2006 there 
were 7 605 households with no access to electricity. It is estimated that it could 
cost approximately R26.6million to eliminate the backlog and achieve the target 
of universal access in 2012. That is an estimated R4.478million per annum until 
2012 . 

The WRDM has budgeted about R13,8 million in the 2008/9 financial year to 
assist the constituent local municipalities to reduce the use of electricity by 10% 
as per the national programme. The budget is planned to install ripple relays for 
geysers in the 3 constituent local municipalities. 

State of Readiness of the Regional Electricity Distributors (REDs) 

The WRDM constituent municipalities, City of Johannesburg and Sedibeng 
constituent municipalities that belong to RED 4. Eskom Central Region have 
signed the Accession Agreement with all municipalities. Mogale City had already 
started the process of ring-fencing. All municipalities are required to list their 
assets value for Electricity Distribution Industry to know what will be transferred 
to the REDs. There will be Service Providers to be appointed to assist 
Municipalities to fast track the process of ring-fencing and the compliance of MSA 
Section 78. 

e. Universal access to housing 

During the census 2001, the informal dwellings in the WRDM was recorded at 
48 122, about 32% of the total dwelling types. The government 

housingprogramme, eradication of informal settlements, has assisted in the 
provision of more formal RDP houses. The table below illustrate a general 
increase in formal housing since the census 2001 .

(f) Housing Constituent local municipalities 
i. Mogale City LM 

According to the Municipal Housing Development Plan (MHDP), the housing 
backlog at Mogale City is 7975. This is determined by the number of shacks in 
the study area. Housing development projects that are currently implemented 
by Mogale City and the department of housing are: 

1926 Stands in progress 

• 7591 Consolidation subsidies 
440 Top structures only 

• 2594 stands and top structures 

ii. Randfontein LM 

The housing backlog in Randfontein LM according to the number of shacks in the 
area is 4240. Housing development projects that are currently implemented by 
Randfontein LM and the department of housing are: 

Mohlakeng ext 3 (337 units) 
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• 242 housing units 

50 top structures at roof level 

• 45 slabs under construction 
Mohlakeng ext 7 (590) 

• 510 houses completed and handed over 
80 slabs under construction 

iii. Westonaria LM 

The housing backlog, according to the Department of Housing in Westonaria 
LM, is categorized in terms of 2045 shacks and approximately 16 000 people on 
the waiting list are linked to the Bekkersdal Urban Renewal Project. Housing 
development projects that are currently implemented by Westonaria LM and the 
department of housing are: 

• 20 000 stands in various stages of progress 

• Flagship projects 

• Bekkersdal Urban Renewal: 

• Westonaria South: 7000 stands 

• Syferfontein (future): 14 500 stands investigated 


iv. Gauteng 20 Priority Townships Programme (PTP) 

The Premier of Gauteng announced the 20 priority townships for development, of 
which 3 are in the WRDM area, namely Kagiso, Mohlakeng and Munsieville. 
During the past financial year, only Mohlakeng received funding for the 
construction of roads. In the financial year 2007/08 the Provincial government 
has committed the following under the 20 PTP. 

The intention of the 20 PTP programme include beautifying townships, the 
provide clinics and tarred roads. In the 2007/08 the programmes of the 20PTP in 
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the 3 townships included; 

• Beautifying Thuto Lefa, and A.B Phokompe primary schools in Mogale 
City and Randfontein. 

• Tarring of Dorius Mhongo and , Jomo Cosmos streets in Randfontein. 

• Munsieville urban renewal programme in Mogale City. 

(g) Transport Planning and Land-use Management 
i. Integrated Transport Plan 

The Public Transport Plan and the Integrated Transport Plan must form part of the 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP) for the area concerned. The Plans need to be 
developed within the overall policy and development framework of the IDP. 

The outcome of the plans as far as the projects and budgets are concerned will 
provide input for developing the transport projects and budgets which will form 
part of the IDP. The Plans and their annual review will eventually need to dove- 
tail with the annual cycle for preparing the IDP and municipal budgets in order to 
be seriously considered for funding. 

In accordance with legislation the WRDM as district municipality prepared a 
combined Integrated Transport Plan for the West Rand Region, reflective not 
only of regional needs, but also taking into consideration the infrastructure and 
transport needs of the District Management Area and the local municipalities of 
Mogale City, Randfontein and Westonaria. (See Annexure 6) 

ii. The State of Environment Report (SoER) 

The District council has approved the State of the Environment Report (SoER) in 
2006 The SoER provides information on the current state of the environment of a 
particular area. SoER is one of the tools used to monitor and assess changes in 
the environment and to plan for effective environmental management. The 
purpose of a SoER is to support sustainable decision making through the 
provision of credible and science-based environmental information. It also serves 
as basis for prioritization of the development of sector plans and 
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strategies as well as triggering the need to implement and audit them to assess 
their success and failures. The district prioritized the Air Quality Management Plan 
(AQMP) and Integrated Waste Management Plan (IWMP) for 2008/2009 financial 
year on basis of the information contained in the SoER. 

The objectives of a SoER are: 

• To increase awareness and understanding of environmental trends and 
conditions and their causes and consequences; 

• To provide a foundation for improved decision making and policy 
formulation; 

• To facilitate the measurement of progress towards sustainability; 

• To provide an early warning of emerging environmental problems; 

• To identify knowledge and information deficiencies impeding the 
understanding and interpretation of environmental conditions and trends; 

• To contribute to the evaluation of societal response to environmental 
issues through policy and programme performance assessment; and 

• To encourage the incorporation of environmental considerations into the 
development of economic and social policies. 

SoER has been considered by this IDP to highlight the condition of the 
biophysical environment in the region; this includes information on environmental 
parameters such as atmosphere and climate, biodiversity, geology, hydrology, 
land use and cultural heritage resources. The SoER also provide socio-economic 
information about the demographics of the region, employment, basic service 
provision and economics. 

iii. Environmental Management Framework (EMF) 

An EMF is a framework of spatially represented information, connected to 
parameters such as ecology, hydrology, geology, infrastructure and services. The 
main purpose of an EMF is to pro-actively identify areas of potential conflict 
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between development proposals and critical/sensitive environments (DEAT, 
1998). The National Department of Environmental Affairs and Tourism (DEAT) 
advocates the use of this tool, as it provides clear guidance to environmental 
authorities, it streamlines administration and ultimately permits the delegation of 
authority, thus maximizing the efficiency of limited human and financial capacity. 
The tool pro-actively alerts potential activity initiators to the constraints facing 
proposed activities, thereby flagging projects that are clearly in conflict with 
environmental concerns. 

The key objectives of the EMF are to: 

Identify the key environmental parameters (opportunities and constraints) 
pertaining to the West Rand District; 

Define and spatially represent the status quo of the environment in the West 
Rand District, emphasising sensitive environments and current development 
pressures; 

Based on consultation with relevant interested and affected parties, define and 
spatially represent the desired state of the West Rand; 

Identify and develop an outline of the strategies required to reach the desired 
state; 

Develop implementation/action plans for the strategies; 

Develop monitoring and reporting systems to evaluate and report on the success 
of strategy implementation; 

Collate and present all of the above in the form of an EMF. 


The EMF outlines the Environmental Control Zones, which are the products of 
the integration of baseline information layers, as contained in its Status Quo 
section, current policies and consultations with key stakeholders. Baseline 
information is then transformed into secondary information through a process of 
sensitivity analysis rating of the importance of various environmental features, in 
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order to establish the development suitability of land parcels. 


The most significant competing land uses for rural and urban development in the 
area include: 

• The occurrence and distribution of Red Data fauna and flora species; 

• Sensitive habitats and natural open space connectivity; 

• Sensitive surface hydrological features, including wetlands, pans, rivers, 
etc.; 

• High potential agricultural land; 

• Natural and cultural heritage sites; 

• Accessibility of bulk infrastructure; 

• Geotechnical constraints and potential seismic activity; 

• Potential pollution sources from local and regional industries, waste 
facilities, mine dumps and slimes dams; and the position of the urban 
edge. 


The above information is displayed in the form of data layers in a Geographic 
Information System (GIS), which enabled multi-criteria analysis of the various 
layers, yielding the control zones. Each control zone is, therefore, the product of 
careful consideration of the environmental constraints of the various land parcels. 


The EMF outlines in details the Importance Rating (IR) system that is used to 
assess and /or analyse sensitive/important areas. The IR system provides an 
indication of an area’s importance in terms of its ecological, heritage, agricultural, 
social, industrial pollution buffer zones and geotechnical suitability 
characteristics. 
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Thus, the following 9 control zones have been identified by the West Rand 
District Municipality 

1 . Ecological Control Zone 

2. Agricultural Control Zone 

3. Low Density Development Control Zone 

4. Urban Agricultural Control Zone 

5. Mining and Industry Control Zone 

6. Tourism Transition Control Zone 

7. Urban Areas Control Zone 

8. Protected Areas Control Zone 

The WRDM has responded positively to sustainable development challenges by 
initiating the EMF. The EMF provides the WRDM, its local authorities as well as 
GDACE with a point of departure for assessing development applications and an 
insight into the opportunities and constraints within the area under consideration. 
The implementation of the various guidelines contained within the EMF will lead 
to improved environmental management practice and guide development within 
the WRDM down a path of sustainability. 

iv. Integrated Waste Management Plan and Air Quality Management Plan 

In accordance with the provision of Section 26c of the Municipal Systems Act 
(Act NO. 32 of 2000), National Environmental Management : Waste Management 
Bill (Section 11(2)) and the National Environmental Management: Air Quality Act 
(Act No. 39, 2004), this municipality will during 2008/09 financial year compile the 
Integrated Waste Management Plan(IWMP) and the Air Quality Management 
Plan (AQMP). 

The IWMP will provide an opportunity to all the municipalities in the district to (a) 

establish service standards and levels of service for the collection of waste; (b) 

may identify requirements in respect of the separation, compacting and 
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storage of waste;(c) may identify requirements for the management of waste, 
including requirements in respect of the avoidance of the generation of waste and 
the recovery, re-use and recycling of waste; and (d) the requirements in respect 
of the directing of waste to specific treatment and disposal facilities. 

The AQMP is responsible for (a) identifying substances or mixtures of 
substances in ambient air which, through ambient concentrations, 
bioaccumulation, deposition or in any other way, present a threat to health, well- 
being or the environment in the municipality or which the municipality reasonably 
believes present such a threat; and (b) in respect of each of those substances or 
mixtures of substances, establish local standards for emissions from point, non- 
point or mobile sources in the municipality. 

h. Other Service Delivery Programmes 

i. Community Health Facilities 

Community health facilities such as clinics and other municipal health facilities 
are available in the WRDM. There are about 28 clinics in the constituent local 
municipalities, with 12 of them operating from 08:00 to 18:00 on weekdays. There 
are three (3) maternity operation unit and 6 mobile clinics, with one for the DMA. 

The WRDM received R18 million for primary health care, which half of it was 
shared by the local municipality to attend to clinics operations. The other held 
was used to buy immunisation 28 fridges, 4 clinic containers and installed the 
Health Information System. 

ii. Public Safety 

The Directorate Public Safety includes, fire rescue all fire stations in the WRDM, 
the Fire Protection units , Emergency Medical Services, Disaster Management 
and Social Crime Prevention. 

iii. Community Safety 

During February 2007 the WRDM establish a Community Safety Forum 
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(CSF) and held a District Community Safety Summit. The CSF will be an 
instrument of integrated development focussed on issues and matters posing a 
threat to community safety and stability. The CSF will involve local 
municipalities, South African Police Service, organised commercial bodies and 
other Non Governmental Organisations. District Safety Plan, which includes the 
CSF programmes has to be approved. 

The WRDM community safety plan and strategy is aligned to the Provincial 
Safety Plan and Road Safety Plan as well as the National Crime prevention 
Strategy. The plan and strategy incorporate all constituent local municipalities 
safety plans and strategies. The officials are assigned to implement this strategy 
on daily basis by; 

• Enforcement of by- laws 

• Promotion of public education 

• Promotion of rural and informal settlement safety 

• Improved safety in public places 

• Improved social engineering 

• Reduction in women and child abuse as well as abuse of people with 
disabilities. 

• Improved inter-agency cooperation 

iv. Disaster Management Plan 

The Disaster Management Plan comprises of the Social Vulnerability Plan and 
Emergency Operations Overview Plans. This document outlines the applicable 
principles of emergency and disaster management, mission, objectives of the 
directorate, risk and vulnerability assessment as well as the applicable 
performance management plan. 

The WRDM constituent local municipalities have submitted their risk and 
vulnerability assessments indicating the risk type and mitigation measures. 
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v. Fire Rescue Management 

The Fire Rescue Management in the District had some positive development 
especially in the reduction of fires in informal settlements, see graphl below. The 
Public Information Education and Relations Programme has been instrumental in 
educating the public in basic fire prevention.

2.2.2 Priority Issue 2: Facilitate Local Economic Development 

Unemployment is very high in the WRDM. Although variations occur throughout 
the district, indications are that in some of the areas such as the DMA, the level 
of unemployment is very high. Many people have resorted to the informal sector 
in an attempt to earn a living; however, incomes earned from these activities are 
on average very low. The WRDM has initiated LED projects to alleviate 
unemployment, namely, Plastic Recycling, Katlego Cultural Village and the 
Kromdraai agricultural commonage project. 
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a. Unemployment 

The level of unemployment in the WRDM is very high. The major structural 
issues that have contributed to high unemployment and poverty in the area 
include persistent low economic growth, a low investment drive and insufficient 
diversification of the economy.

The level of unemployment is intrinsically linked to the characteristics of poverty 
in the WRDM. The problem of unemployment in the WRDM has a marked 
geographical component. The table above shows that Randfontein has the 
highest unemployment rate in the region of 40.9%. This is the most depressing 
situation, unemployment is nevertheless in the district as a whole. According to 
Global Insight, there was a slight increase in the number of people employed in 
Mogale City and Westonaria during 2004-2005. 
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b. Job creation through capital projects 

In the 2007/08 financial year, job creation in the WRDM was generated through 
Katlego Cultural Facility project:

Moreover, 44 persons were employed in the Construction of bulk Water supply 
pipeline in Kromdraai. Whilst the plastic recycling projected has employed a total 
of 16 people. 

c. Supply Chain Management 

The WRDM Supply Chain Management Policy promotes preferential treatment of 
Historically Disadvantages Individuals (HDIs). Our tendering process has 
provided 16 tenders in the financial year 2006/7, to the value of R20 508 899. A 
total of R10 336 739 was awarded to HDIs, which is 51% of the total bids 
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awarded. Moreover, tenders awarded to companies with women and the disabled 
people as shareholders were awarded RIO 115 288 and R24 872 respectively, 
which represents 49% and 0.12% respectively. 

2.2.3 Priority Issue 3: Municipal financial viability 

a. Financial viability 

The WRDM has over the years maintained a remarkable financial discipline and 
has received 6 unqualified audit reports consecutively, from the office of the 
Auditor General. 

The financial discipline has been further strengthened by the compliance to the 
following provisions; 

• the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) 

• the Medium Term Finance Expenditure Framework (MTEF) 

• the Budget Implementation 

2.2.4 Priority Issue 4: Transformation and Employment Equity 

The WRDM, has a total number of 292 officials, of whom 127 are females 112 
African males and 53 White males. Four people with disabilities are currently in 
full time employment and 2 interns with disabilities are on fixed term contracts. 
The WRDM has a total of 24 managers of whom 5 are females and 19 are males. 

The WRDM has filled all the section 57 posts, the post of the Municipal Manager 
and two managers directly accountable to the Municipal Manager. The 3 highest 
levels of management in the municipality are not yet representative of the 
demographic of the WRDM, however all level 1 level managers are from the 
HDIs groups. The senior management organogram is as follows:

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a. Skills development programme

The workplace skills plan of the WRDM has been approved by the local 
government Sector Education Training Authority (SETA). Councillors and officials 
have been provided with a budget of R1,4 million for skills training in the 2007/8 
budget. Training programmes in previous financial year included disciplines such 
as project management and financial management and some have been trained 
in structural collapse rescue, basic life support and scene investigation. During 
public awareness days, members of the community were trained in basic fire 
fighting, first aid, etc. 


b. Transformation plan 

As part of the transformation process, the operational structure of the WRDM is 
about to be finalised. The placement of staff would be done with the Employment 
Equity targets approved by the WRDM. The targets are 50% African males, 30% 
females and 20% white males by 2008. 


c. Disability desk 

The disability desk in the WRDM has been operational since 2004. The 
Integrated National Disability Strategy (INDS) of 1997 recommends that 
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municipalities establish disability desks. This is to provide representation of the 
disabled in local government. The accessibility project involves the disability desk 
together with other disabled groups in identifying public buildings with limited 
access for the disabled. The WRDM has employed 5 staff members. 

2.2.5 Priority 5: Good Governance 

The WRDM programmes of governance, such as IDP, Service Delivery Budget 
Implementation Plan, Budget development, reporting and auditing are 
established in terms of the various provisions of the local government legislation. 

a. 5 year IDP and review 

The IDP review of 2008/9 is based on the 5 year IDP of 2007-2012. The WRDM 
Council has adopted its 5 year IDP immediately after the start of their term of 
office, as requested by the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act 2000. 

b. WRDM Budget and the SDBIP 

The budget estimates and the SDBIP for 2008/09 have been developed in order 
to address the objectives of council to accelerate service delivery and job 
creation. The budget provides the spending priorities and the SDBIP outline the 
performance targets that should be achieved in the implementation of the budget. 

c. Audit committee 

The audit committee of the WRDM has been in existence since September 2003. 
In terms of the provisions of the Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003, each 
municipality must have an independent audit committee. An audit committee 
must consist of at least 3 persons with appropriate experience, of whom the 
majority may not be in the employment of the municipality. The WRDM audit 
committee consists of 3 independent members and the internal auditor. The 
committee meets at least 4 times a year to consider and advise council on 
financial and performance management matters. 
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3. Chapter 3; IDP Strategy Phase 

3.1 Vertical alignment with National and Provincial Strategies. 

Section 27 of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act 2000, states that the IDP must 
identify plans and planning requirements of national and provincial legislation for the district 
municipality. 

The MEC, Qedani Mahlangu, has also called on municipalities in Gauteng to contribute to the 
millennium goals of halving poverty and unemployment by 201 4. She said that it was 
important for municipalities to take into consideration a number of strategies, including the 
Accelerated Shared Growth Initiative of South Africa (Asgi-SA) and the Gauteng Provincial 
Growth and Development Strategy, when dealing with issues of poverty and unemployment. 
All three spheres of government need to work together to achieve the millennium goals, 
including universal access to service. 

The WRDM has developed programmes that are aligned with the principles of national and 
provincial strategies of the National Spatial Development Framework, Gauteng 5 year 
priorities, Provincial Growth and Development Strategy and Gauteng Global City Region 
concept. The following programmes are set to harmonise the vertical alignment process. 

3.1 .1 . Halve poverty and unemployment by 2014 

a. Plastic recycling project 

The Plastic recycling project is aimed at increasing job opportunities in Westonaria. Currently, 
there are 10 people working in the plastic factory. More people would be employed and 
further job opportunities would be created in the buy back centres. 

b. Katlego cultural village 

The Katlego Cultural Village is situated in the Cradle of Humankind, DMA. Phase 1 of the 
building has provided about 172 people with jobs. In addition, there were 38 people trained in 
making pottery and ceramics for art exhibitions. 
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c. Support of Black Economic Empowerment (BEE) procurement and small business 

Support of the second economy is undertaken by giving preferential procurement to 
Previously Disadvantaged Individuals (PDIs). The WRDM, together with the constituent 
municipalities, have developed a procurement register of service providers for procurement of 
services from the WRDM. The WRDM procurement register has about 600 small, black- 
owned companies, 380 women owned companies and 50 companies owned by people living 
with disabilities. 

3.1.2. Building secure and sustainable human settlements 

a. Land acquisition 

The WRDM and the Department of Land Affairs have purchased portion 26, of the farm 
Kromdraai 520 JQ. The area is about 65.4 hectares in extent. The site has been proposed 
for agricultural commonage. Moreover, the site would provide housing units for 46 families 
pending the EIA approval. The WRDM is ready to be involved in negotiations to purchase 
more land in the DMA for housing provision. 

b. Eradication of informal settlements 

The National target to eradicate informal settlements is 2012. The WRDM is geared to 
address the accelerated housing delivery in the area. According to the Gauteng Department 
of Housing, there are 77 informal settlements in the West Rand. The WRDM has set itself the 
target to resolve accreditation of a housing agency with local municipalities with the intention 
to regionalise housing development. In order to assist in the eradication of informal 
settlements in the West Rand, the WRDM intend to undertake the following; 

■ Hostel rehabilitation into communal rental housing. 

■ Social Housing Institution 

■ Rehabilitation of existing townships. 
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c. Housing in the WRDM and constituent local municipalities 

i. DMA housing 

In terms of the IDP of the WRDM and the Gauteng housing programme there is provision for 
500 housing subsidies in the CoHWHS DMA. The WRDM is planning a for a feasibility study, 
which included Environmental Impact Assessment, a geotechnical and related studies to 
determine which areas could be suitable for housing development. The feasibility study 
includes portion 26, Kromdraai and other alternative sites. The WRDM would be working 
together with the CoHWHS management and Gauteng Housing to investigate the potential for 
housing in the area. It is planned that after a comprehensive study, visible housing delivery 
would start with earnest in the DMA. 

ii. Mogale City 

Housing development projects that are implemented by Mogale City and the department of 
housing are Sinqobile, Munsieville Horseshoe and Rietvallei. 

iii. Randfontein 

The major housing projects planned in the short to medium term in Randfontein are Middelvlei 
and Droogeheuwel and Badirile. These projects, combined, will result in 8300 houses to be 
built in Randfontein. 

iv. Westonaria 

There are discussions between the Gauteng Department of Housing, the WRDM and 
Westonaria local municipality to relocate people that are currently in the geological sensitive 
area. Alternative areas that have been suggested include the Middelvlei and Droogeheuwel 
areas and Westonaria South. 
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d. Bucket toilet eradication programme 

The National target for the eradication of the bucket toilet system is 2007. Bekkersdal, in 
Westonaria, has been the only remaining township with bucket toilets in the West Rand. The 
eradication of the bucket system in Bekkersdal is one of the objectives of the Bekkersdal 
urban renewal programme. By 2007, every one in Bekkersdal should have access to basic 
sanitation. The project has provided 231 jobs, purchased of material from local suppliers and 
provided contractors with learnership programmes through the Department of Public Works 
and Construction Education Training Authority (CETA). 

3.1.3 Skills development programme 

The WRDM skills development strategic programme serves to address workplace skills 
training. 

a. Workplace skills plan 

The workplace skills plan enabled 15 unskilled workers to graduate from the Adult Basic 
Education and Training (ABET) programme. There is an annual budget of R1.5million for 
councillors, officials and general workers to develop career paths in their work environment. 

b. Internship for unemployed graduates 

In its alignment with the AsgiSA programme, the internship programme of the WRDM has 
targeted unemployed graduates. The programme exposes the graduates to the work 
environment. In the current financial year, there are 12 interns in the WRDM. 

3.1.4 HIV/Aids programmes 

a. District HIV/Aids strategy 

The WRDM facilitates the HIV/Aids Management programme for the constituent 
municipalities. The District Strategy on HIV and Aids Management, provides a broad 
analysis and programmes of control, education and prevention of HIV and Aids. The 
main aim of the strategy is to improve care, provide treatment for those infected and 
affected with HIV and Aids and to prevent new infections. 

The main aim of the strategy is to improve care, provide treatment for those infected and 
affected with HIV and Aids and to prevent new infections. 
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The programme objectives are to: 

■ strengthen the preventative component of the HIV/AIDS Strategy in the West Rand 
District, including the DMA. 

■ establish the West Rand Men and Women In Partnership Against Aids (WR-MIPAA 
and WIPAA) 

■ build capacity for communities, 

■ strengthening the District HIV/AIDS Council. 

■ marketing the West Rand District HIV/AIDS programme. 

■ to coordinate the establishment of the HIV/AIDS Workplace programme at the WRDM. 

■ identify a funeral parlour which will assist pre-identified and selected destitute families 
with low cost funerals for indigents burials. 

The WRDM HIV and Aids strategy is aligned with the National and Provincial Strategies. The 
strategy is implemented in all local municipalities. The strategy has shown some positive 
results since its launch in 2002. 

b. District HIV/Aids council 

The District HIV/Aids Council is a multi-sectoral structure with provincial departments, district 
and constituent local municipalities, together with the private sector, NGOs, FBOs and CBOs. 
It serves as a network structure to organizations involved in fighting HIV /Aids. 

c. Home Based Care (HBC) centres 

The WRDM has 19 HBC Centres in all local municipalities, 3 each in Merafong, Westonaria 
and Randfontein and 10 in Mogale City. The WRDM assists with the HBC help-kit for the non- 
funded HBC and also assists with the securing of funds from the Gauteng Department of 
Health. 

d. Youth friendly services 

The WRDM works together with youth organizations to educate youth in HIV/Aids prevention 
and provide education regarding safe sex. This includes awareness campaigns such as 
school Aids and condom week. The outreach projects focus on commercial sex workers in 
Randfontein and Westonaria. They provide media material for the treatment of Sexual 
Transmitted Infections (STI). 
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3.1.5. Social Development Strategy 

a. Early childhood development 

The WRDM social programme of early childhood assists by providing toys to libraries in the 
local municipalities. The libraries loan toys to creches in the low-income areas to develop 
children cognitively. 

b. Bana pele programme 

The WRDM ‘bana pele’ programme is aligned to the national programme of increasing 
awareness on the rights of children. This programme aims to inform communities of the 
Children’s Bill of Rights and facilitate the reduction of the abuse of children. 

c. The youth support programmes 

The Youth Support Programme aims to facilitate the reduction of drugs and substance abuse 
by youth. It also intends to alleviate teenage pregnancy by organising school condom week 
awareness programmes. 

3.1.6 Strategies Related to Gauteng City Region (GCR) 

a. WRDM Spatial Development Framework (SDF) 

The WRDM spatial development framework outlines mining, agriculture, tourism and urban 
development as competitive advantages of the WRDM. 

The economies of Westonaria and Randfontein are dominated by gold mining. It is our view 
that economic rehabilitation of the area could be related to mining activities. Mogale City and 
the Cradle of Humankind have high ecotourism potential. The Cradle of Humankind and 
Maropeng have brought an added advantage of tourism benefits to the area. 

b. West Rand Development Agency (WRDA) 

The WRDM has initiated the establishment of a Regional Development Agency to market and 
promote economic opportunities in the West Rand. 

The strategic objectives, amongst others, include, 

■ the generation of economic growth and diversification in the West Rand economy 
through the conceptualization and implementation of turn key projects that will be built 
on the unique strengths of the West Rand and will facilitate employment creation, 
entrepreneurial development and poverty alleviation. 
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■ The leveraging of public and private resources for the development around 
opportunities that offers economic, social and spatial development potential. 

■ The creation of a business environment to public and private sector investment. 

The proposed projects to be undertaken by the WRDA include the following: 

implementation of the Urban Renewal Programme, e.g. Kagiso/Leratong Urban renewal 

regeneration of the CBDs of Randfontein and Mogale City and Industrial Improvement 
Districts. 

c. Tourism development 

The WRDM has embarked on a tourism signage project for the West Rand region. 
Approximately two years ago, the WRDM developed a Tourism Signage Development 
Strategy as well as a guide for signage. WRDM together with Gauteng Tourism Association 
procured supplier for tourism route signage in the WRDM and is also doing work for the entire 
Gauteng Province. 

d. Nodal development strategy 

Leratong Hospital and Lanseria Airport are major proposed nodal developments in terms of 
the Integrated Transport Plan. The Leratong hospital nodal development is 40 hectares in 
extent, situated in Mogale City. It is proposed for land uses of modal integration and extension 
of existing transport services, fresh produce markets, a shopping complex and SMMEs. The 
Lanseria airport node is an important development for the Cradle of Humankind and World 
Cup 2010. The airport could influence the development of the K29 road with the development 
of Cosmo City. The K29 road serves as a regional corridor between Johannesburg and 
Rustenburg and also connects with the Platinum toll road as a spatial corridor. 

d. Maximise access to the WRDM 

The improvement of the WRDM transport routes is seen as an important function for 
economic linkages and growth. The WRDM has been lobbying with the National Transport 
Department to extend the N17 link road between Nasrec and Kiipspruit Valley Road to 
Randfontein or Mogale City. The expansion of the K29 road will link Rustenburg and 
Johannesburg through the West Rand and is seen as a potential corridor in the area. 
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3.2 Horizontal alignment 

Priority 1 : Service delivery and infrastructure development 

The alignment process at municipal level is guided by the various legislative principles such 
as; 

Breaking New Grounds (BNG) principles from the National Department of Housing. The 
principles promote integrated development of housing together with basic amenities such as 
provision of schools and other public amenities. For instance, the 20 PTP projects are 
coordinated with local municipalities in the District. 

■ The WRDM provides local municipalities with funding of capital projects to the 
value of R1 1 million. The fund is to be used for energy efficient projects the 
constituent local municipalities. 

■ The WRDM and the constituent local municipality are having discussions on the 
major capital projects, such as sewerage plants for all 3 local municipalities. 

■ The WRDM has coordinated the health programmes in the District over the 
years, in the 2006/07 financial year the District and the constituent local 
municipalities were awarded the best region in reducing the levels of 
Tuberculosis in Gauteng. 

■ The WRDM has provided the container clinics as addition to reduce 
overcrowding in the clinics of local municipalities. 

■ The WRDM is responsible for fire rescue management and has been the agent 
for the provisional government in providing Emergency Medical Services. In the 
2006/07 financial year, the WRDM has purchased 4 trucks of 600 litres holding 
capacity, to improve fire management in the constituent local municipalities. 
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Priority 2: Local Economic Development strategy 

The growth and development strategy of the WRDM and the constituent local municipality 
encourages the economic cooperation between the 4 municipalities. The WRDM as the 
coordinating municipality, has assisted the Westonaria local municipality to establish a plastic 
recycling plant. 

Tourism development in the WRDM, in particular in Mogale City, has been driven through the 
cooperation between the two municipalities. The tourism marketing and grading of facilities in 
the area, has been done by the WRDM. 


The West Rand Development Agency has been established as a vehicle to accelerate 
economic development in the West Rand. The Agency would be responsible for 
implementing major economic projects in the District and in the constituent local 
municipalities. 


Priority 3: Financial viability strategic guidelines 

The alignment of the financial strategic processes of the WRDM and the local municipalities, 
are as follows; 

■ To ensure that all municipalities in the WRDM receives unqualified reports from the 
Auditor General, by 2009. 

All municipalities use standard financial systems. 

■ Work towards a shared services centre in areas of supply chain management, 
information, communication and technology as well as internal audit. 

Priority 4: Transformation and employment equity strategic 

It is the strategic plan of the WRDM, to achieve the employment targets as envisaged through 
the process of shared services. This process is however in the conceptual phase; decisions 
would only be taken after the due diligence report has been completed. 
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Priority 5: Good Governance strategy 

The WRDM together with the local municipalities, have established inter-government relations 
fora, such as the ; 


■ Executive Mayors forum’ 

■ Speakers Forum 

■ Municipal Managers, and 

■ Chief Financial Officers forum 

These fora are required to assist in the alignment of the activities of municipalities to 
encourage the principles of the Global City Region. 

3.2.2 WRDM management strategic programme 

At a strategic breakaway of the members of the Mayoral Committee (MayCom) and the 
administrative management of the WRDM on 12 August 2006, a strategic plan was developed 
for the municipality to guide the 5 year IDP programme. The 4 objectives are: 

a. United vision 

It is a shared vision of the entire WRDM, politicians and the administration to halve 
unemployment and poverty by 2014. It links the entire district to the Global City Region 
concept. 

b. Economic blue print 

The blue print intends to actively promote, forge and advance partnerships, cohesion and co- 
operation and service delivery in the district. It also promotes local economic development 
issues such as the WRDA, urban regeneration projects and nodal developments etc. 

c. Social security blue print 

The social development blue print sets the tone for improved service delivery in public safety, 
health and social development. It outlines key performance indicators to be achieved in the 
programmes and projects. 
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d. Financial viability 

The improvement and maintenance of financial discipline is important for the long-term 
survival of the WRDM and the constituent local municipalities. The objective is to obtain 
another unqualified reportfrom the Office of the Auditor-General’s for the coming financial 
year and to assist the local municipalities to also obtain unqualified reports from the Auditor- 
General. 


c. Municipal in-depth priorities 

The priorities of the communities and those of local municipalities should be linked and inform 
the needs of the WRDM. Major priorities have been aligned to the approved strategic plan as 
follows:
